go ahead and buy frozen 
fish. It is already pack­ 
aged correctly. 
“ When properly thawed, 
frozen fish can be almost 
as 
good 
as fresh 
fish," 
says Schwartz. "B u t you 
can’t let it sit out at room 
tem perature all day 
and 
expect it to taste fresh. 
A ccording to Schwartz, 
frozen 
fish 
should 
be 
thawed 
under 
cold, 
run­ 
ning water an hour before 
cooking to preserve flavor. 


The same techniques for 
handling 
fish 
should 
be 
borne in mind Ivy anglers 
after a successful fishing 
trip. 
Fishermen can pre­ 
serve the flavor of their 
fish by getting their catch 
on ice as soon as possible. 


Some freshly caught fish 
should be set aside for the 
next meal. The remainder 
should be gutted, wrapped 
in freezer paper and frozen 
as soon as possible. T he 
skin and scales should be 
left on to protect the fish 
from freezer burn. 


Fish will take up more 
room in the freezer this 
way, hut they will keep 
their flavor much better 


Packages of fish should 
be ju st large enough for a 
family-sized meal so that 
waste can be avoided. 
TH ere are a few things 
to check for to make sure 
you are getting the best 
buy in fish, according to 
Schwartz. 


A whole fish of prime 
quality actually appears as 
if it were ju st taken from 
the 
water. 
The 
skin 
is 
bright, 
firm 
and 
shiny.

not been headed, the eyes
